Itslu m ld he possible, as it is. to ac­ 
com plish th e tw o purposes, of prom oting 
preparation for th e U niversity o f all w ho 
desire to apply for en try there, and of de­

T he idea of four years in th e H ig h School 
course is not a new one. and is w orth seri­

Upon P ro p o sed M unicipal L egislation to 
L icence H ouses o f Ill-fain e. 
An ordinance having been introduced at the 
last meeting of the City Board of Trustees to 
license houses of ill-fame in this city, with a 
view to regulating or restricting the evils con­ 
nected therewith, and as action is to be taken 
upon this proposed measure at the meeting of 
the Board next Monday, a large number of 
prominent citizens and professional men were 
called upon yesterday by representatives of the 
R ecord-Un io n, for expression of views upon 
the subject. The result was as follows: . 
L. S. Taylor said: The proposition is an out­ 
rage on common decency. To license an evil is 
to give it the sanction of law. 
Rev. Father (¡race, pastor of St. Rose Church, 
said : Regarding the licensing of prostitution, 
I would'say that it is contrary to our principles 
to legalize vice, w hich is wrong in itself. Our 
way would be to suppress the evil by direct 
means as far as it is possible. 
E. G. Blessing said on the face of it. it is a 
vulgar proposition, and he was surprised that 
the ordinance should be printed in a family 
new spaper. He was 4iot readv to sanction any 
such ordinance. 
Dr. Gardner said it was something he did not 
care to talk about. The ordinance as drawn, in 
his opinion, was very crude in form and would 
not stand the test of law. He saw many objec­ 
tions to it. and did object to such matters being 
published in family newspapers. In the iir»t 
place, he said that no respectable physician 
could be employed under the provisions of the 
ordinance. The result would be that the phy­ 
sician w ho would be employed would not be 
what the ordinance anticipated, and of course 
the result would be not what was intended. He 
was opposed to the ordinance, and was at a loss 
to know what portion of the community desired 
its passage. 
_ 
* 
\\. M. retrie said he was opposed to the ordi­ 
nance. blit presumed the Board of Trustees 
thought this an excellent way to swell the sink­ 
ing and interest fund. 
M. R. Beard said he thought the whole m at­ 
ter was something uncalled for. He was sur­ 
prised that any member of the Board of Trus­ 
tees should introduce such an ordinance, and 
still more surprised that any paper that had a 
circulation in family circles should give it pub­ 
licity. It was uncovering and holding up to pub­ 
lic gaze an unsightly 
evil that should be 
shunned and prohibited. It was decidedly “ Pa­ 
risian," and would not take iu Sacramemo. 
Wm. Beckman said this i» a question that 
should be carefully considered. It is an evil, 
but one that could not be suppressed. That being 
the case he thought they should be placed under 
the strictest police and sanitary regulations. It 
worked well in Europe, and he saw no good 
reason why it should not work well here. 
C. H. ¡-'tevens said the evil sought to be 
licensed was one in his opinion that could not be 
suppressed. That being the case, he thought 
the passage of an ordinance, regulating and re­ 
stricting. would have a beneficial effect. 
1>. Gillis thought that the objects sought to be 
obtained by the ordinance were good, but was 
of the opinion that in the first test it would be 
declared to be unconstitutional. 
L. Bell said he had no doubt but what the 
author of the ordinance introduced the same 
with the best of intentions, but he feared its 
passage would cause “ the scattering of women 
of ea>y virtue throughout the city. Thev would 
be found in private lodging houses, and would 
earn on their business in quarters heretofore 
free from their demoralizing and degrading 
influences." 
School .Director Johnston said the ordinance 
was giKul enough if they would im pose a fine, 
say of 8250 or :w00 a Quarter, and then enforce 
the law. This was done in New Orleans and 
other large cities, and good resulted therefrom. 
He v as opposed to the ordinance as drawn. 
Peter Newman said as long as the Trustees 
permitted such dens of vice in the city without 
license there certainly could be no objection to 
their imposing a license and causing them to de­ 
fray a pan of the city expenses, lie said any 
one who would read the Police Court calendar 
for one year would be convinced of the fact that 
these dens caused fully two-thirds of all the 
cases in that Court. Their existence—as it was 
a well-known fact they did exist in the most 
flagrant and depraved m anner on Second and L 
streets—was a disgrace to our city, and in fact 
to civilization. If those vile and abominable 
dens were to be permitted to exist in the future 
as they did in tin* past, lie was in favor of an 
ordinance regulating them which would, in se­ 
verity, be ten times stronger than the one pro­ 
posed. He thought it a m atter of serious con­ 
sideration. and the proposed ordinance, in his 
opinion, was not adequate. 
Dr. \V. R. (Tuness—I do not believe in the reg­ 
ulation of the “ social evil ” question by law, 
because it implies inhumanity, illibt’rality. 
cruelty and injustice: because wherever it has- 
been legalized it can be demonstrated that the 
law did not by any means solve the problem; 
because statistics show that the percentage of 
venereal cases contracted from registered wo­ 
men is (jt cater than ‘from the unregistered, and 
because I do not believe in that humanity 
which treats women as an inferior animal, and 
removes from equally guilty and diseased man 
his just share of responsibility. 
Adolph Hcilbron—As long as such houses 
exist ir would be better, in my opinion, to have 
them restricted under some such ordinance as 
proposed, 'itch houses will not be entirely 
suppressed. Experience has shown that their 
proprietors cannot be convicted in this city, 
and therefore it is better to have them under 
I ml ice regulation. 
Felix Tracy—The moral sentiment of this 
community ought to la* such that an ordinance 
of thi~ kind would not be necessary, but taking 
the circumstances as they exist, I am in favor 
of some wise ordinance upon the subject. 
Frank Miller—If these places can be better 
brought under police control in that m anner I 
sec no reason why they should not be so treated 
as well as the gambling houses, but the proposed 
ordinance goes too far. 
McCrearv—Since the evil cannot be done 
away with, 1 believe in putting it under due 
regulation. 
\V. A. Curtis- If I had my way I would pitch 
them all out of town. 
C. H. Hubbard—I believe a strict ordinance 
upon the subject would lessen the extent of the 
present evil. 
P. L. l’latt—It ought to be suppressed, but it 
will not be. I do not believe in licensing a 
thing which i» unlawful understate law, nor to 
attempt local legislation in opposition to public 
statutes. 
J.. B. Richardson—If an ordinance can be 
made more effective, I should favor it. but 1 do 
not believe it would In* enforced. 
Hon. Newton Booth—I believe that what is 
known us the •“ social evil” ought to be regu­ 
lated by law. 
G. \Y. Chesiey—It is badly regulated now, that 
is certain: and I should be in favor of having 
proper restrictions placed upon it, and if neces­ 
sary licensing it. Less evil results would fol­ 
low. It cannot be done away with under our 
present state oí civilization. 
J. II. « arroll—I think regulation, so far as con­ 
fining the evil within a certain restricted dis­ 
trict. »o that the object of visitors going into the 
district should not be misunderstood, would be 
wholesome. The moral effect would be marked. 
Dr. George Pyburn—1 am opposed to the ordi­ 
nance. because—not to mention its repugnance 
to the inliorn habits of thought concerning such 
m atters on the part of an overwhelming m a­ 
jority of Americans—among other things, it pro­ 
poses to interfere with the personal liberty and 
privacy of one class of citizens ostensibly in 
order to protect another class of citizens from 
the consequences of their own unlawful and 
deliberate acts. This 1 regard as outside the 
functions of a representative government. 
Moreover, the provision I condemn is ineffectual 
us a sanitary safeguard, as all physicians know. 
The great bulk of the practice of surgeons in 
this department has its .fountain in unregistered 
and unsuspected sources, outside of the estab­ 
lishments -ought to be regulated—at least in 
this country. 
John Black—I think the proposed ordinance 
is proper and wc should have had it long ago. 
Such regulation is m aintained in Europe, and 
at some places East in this country. I think it 
is the best move made here. 
Sparrow Smith—I am opposed to dignifying 
an<i recognizing it by a license. I do not believe 
it is necessary m order to control it. If. how­ 
ever, it is to be licensed,it should, by all means, 
be limited to some [«articular locality. 
L. A. UpM»u Recognizing the fact that it ex­ 
ists. I believe it right and proper that the 
authorities should take it in charge, and license 
as well as regulate it, in controlling its in­ 
fluence. 
Rev. K. B. Ware—1 tell you, as a citizen and as 
a husband and father of a large family of chil­ 
dren whom I am trying to grow and educate in 
this city, that I would be recreant to my trust if 
I should sit silently by and w itness the adoption 
of a measure so outrageously infamous as the 
one pro[»oslug to license the houses of ill- 
fame, or prostitution, in this city. 
It docs 
not seem possible 
that there is 
a mem­ 
ber 
of 
the 
Board 
of 
Town 
Officers 
who is so lost t«> every sense of shame and com­ 
mon decency as to propose such a measure. 
It 
there !>e such. 1 pro|>ose that he be sent forth by 
the moral sentiment of this community, bear­ 
ing the inatj» of Cain, to make his future abode 
among the uncivilized races of men. Mr. Ed­ 
itor, t‘* my mind this i> one of the most mon­ 
strous propositions that was ever proposed to a 
civilized and Christian people. Our fair city is 
already sufficiently humiliated and disgraced 
by that twin relic of barbarism, the gambling 
ordinance.

was 
asked 
by 
a 
very 
prominent man from the East, a few day» 
ago. if it were really 
true that gambling 
is authorized by law in Sacramento. In shame, 
I had to say yes. 
He replied that there is not 
another city in the United States where such a 
law is in force, but that action was only a step 
to thi». The whisky den, the gambling den and 
the prostitution den are often found under the 
same roof. The first two are now legalized by a 
nominal license, which attbrds them protection 
by the law. It remains now for our city Solons 
to finish the net of infamy by throwing the pro­ 
tection of law around the last.

I would 
further suggest that they recommend to our Na­ 
tional Congress that it solve the Mormon ques­ 
tion alter tin* m anner of the wise men—not of 
Greece, but of Sacramento—by passing a na­ 
tional license law turning the [xdygamoiLs 
homes of Utah into dens ot prostitution. Then 
they will be on the exact footing that the ordi­ 
nance referred to proposes to place Sacramento. 
I further propose that if this foul deed is con­ 
summated. tnat its consummators, when they 
go home at night after its adoption, will say to 
their wive», their sons and their daughters : 
“ We have done a noble deed to-day. One that 
will hand our names down to posterity. We have 
removed the ban of criminality from every house 
of prostitution in Suujamento; we have said to 
the inmates of these dens of iniquity, * You need 
have no fear now in the practice of your un- 
wliolly calling, the strong arm of the law will 
uphold you. if you go out into the streets of 
our city and secretly decoy the innocent young 
man or young girl into your den of iniquity and 
death, remember you have the law on your side; 
you have a license from the honorable Mayor 
and Board of Trustees to do this; the o nly’re­ 
striction we make, you must not be too public 
about i t ; keep awav from the windows and 
front doors of your dens. and you will not be 
molested.’ ” We would advise them to sav to 
their sons. 
My son we have to-day made 
houses of prostitution respectable as far as the 
sanction of la* eau do that thing. You can go 
there now and spend your evenings without any 
fear of molestation. When once inside of their 
premises no law can touch you as long a» you 
koep the i**act*. You can revel in your night of 
debauch, and while vou are doing this remem­ 
ber that your father na» said by his vote and his 


voice that these things must be, and that you ! 
are not a law-breaker by going there.” Let them j 
say to their daughters : 
“ My dear girls, I hope 
you may never fall into such a place ; but re- i 
member that girls of as noble parentage as i 
yourselves have ended their lives in such * 
places. But should you ever be so unfortu­ 
nate as to be let estray, remember 
that 
your father voted to license these places, and 
that in so doing he said that promiscuous pros­ 
titution is not a crime within itself, that it may 
be indulged in under certaiu restrictions.” 
When they shall have delivered this message, 
if their indignant wives and children do not ] 
take a whin of cord and drive them into the . 
dens of filth which thev have voted to encour­ 
age and maintain, it will not be because they do | 
not deserve it. In conclusion let me suggest 
that it might be well to call a public mass meet­ 
ing of the fathers, mothers, wives, husbands 
and children oí this city who do not wish to see 
this infamous proposition become a law, to pub­ 
licly express their sentiments thereon. 
John McNeill—I believe that in a city of good 
morals the “ social evil,” so-called, should be 
placed under medical and police surveillance, 
and that all such houses should be limited to 
some place least public. 
Rev. N. Slater—So far as the civil authorities 
have jurisdiction, I should like to have them 
take such action as would suppress existing 
evils, but I am opposed to any license of such 
evil as referred to. Let the present laws be en­ 
forced so fur as possible, aud then educate pub­ 
lic sentiment to such suppression as fast as pos­ 
sible. 
S. I>. Fuller—I would not license it under any 
circumstances. I would suppress the evil under 
existing laws as far as possible, and rest at that. 
James McGuire—I am in favor of licensing. I 
think it is the wisest course. 
Wm. Geary—I cannot see how any good citi­ 
zen can recognize the advisability’ of such a 
thing as to license. It is taking n very import­ 
ant step in the wrong direction. 
W. W. Tracy—I believe the moral sentiment of 
this community ought to be strong enough to 
enforce the laws now existing against the evil, 
and any resort to such method as licensing is 
entirely wrong and indefensible. 
C. A. Yoerk—I am iu favor of regulating the 
evil by licensing and placing restrictions upon 
it. I believe the result would be good. 
Rev. A. J. Frost.—I desire to enter my solemn 
and indignant protest against any such measure 
as that for the following reasons: 
di Sacra­ 
mento has not only the worst reputation for vice, 
but the worst character of any city of its size in 
the State of California. 
1 am’credibly informed 
that there are more drinking saloons In this city 
than lampposts. There are nearly forty saloons 
for even- church, or about four hundred in all. 
These hotbeds of vice and crime are ruining 
hundreds of men of all ages and classes. 
They 
create 
a ’desire 
for 
more sensual 
forms 
of 
vice, 
and 
thus 
our 
fair 
city 
is fast becoming a Sodom and Gomorrah. 
(2) To license vice and crime is to make them 
legitimate; to make them legitimate is to make 
them in the estimation of multitudes respect­ 
a b a When vice and crime are made to wear 
an air of respectability, then the vicious and 
criminal classes are encouraged to gratify every 
appetite and passion without even the small 
forfeit of shame. (3) Neither vice nor crime is 
made less by license law. but historic facts are 
at liaud to show that they ate increased by this 
measure. Intemperance, under the license law 
in the United States, has doubled in the last ten 
years, and thus increased far more rapidly than 
the population. If this vile ordinance to license 
houses of ill-fame shall pass the Board of Trus­ 
tees of Sacramento, then look out for a large in­ 
crease of moral leprosy, aud fora vast influx of dis­ 
reputable characters from all parts of the State. 
(4) It is evident that those most desirous in 
licensing “ houses of ill-fame” are those who 
rent such houses, “ the harlots” who occupy 
them and the base men who frequent these 
haunts of vice. Now, “ City Fathers,” is it wise 
to pander to the desires of vicious and criminal 
classes? Will you allow the vilest characters 
in our city to dictate your policy, and make laws 
for the protection of vice ? If by license you 
mean restriction, why do you not restrict this 
deadly contagion altogether? Jt i» utterly usó­ 
les». as it is false, to say that it cannot be done. 
You have already licensed intemperance and 
gambling, and are about to give prostitution the 
protection of law—why not legalize opium eat­ 
ing. theft and murder? Why not allow thieves 
and all the criminal classes to force unwhole­ 
some laws upon the community ? For your own 
sake»'. “ City Fathers.” for your wives, your 
children, and all good citizens, do not yield 
to the wishes of 
base men 
and 
women. 
Few sadder sight' come under the observation 
of a pastor than that of a pure wife and mother, 
a queen of home aud society, degraded in her 
fle'h to the level of the demi monde (for alas, 
“ The twain shall be one flesh.”) A sight to 
make the angels weep, to see a noble and high- 
spirited woman, who would scorn an impure 
tnought, sunk in the deeps of despair, fairly 
loathing her debased and polluted body, shrink­ 
ing for shame from the presence and sympathy 
of friends, afraid to caress her little ones, lest 
she entail the physical anguish that is crucify­ 
ing iicrown flesh.and thus * visit the sins of the 
father upon the third aud fourth generation.” 
Shall we give our fair young daughters in mar­ 
riage. and not seek in every righteous way to 
rescue them from future infamy? Shall the 
home to which the bride be taken become a 
possible lazar-hou.se, wherein the poor wife 
shall.sit in sorrow and shame, and in Iier secret 
soul forever cry out. “ Unclean, unclean!" 
1 
am confident every member of my church 
would say “ Amen 
the sentiments of this 
prayer, and would join with all good citizens in 
entering their solemn protest against the ordi­ 
nance proposed by th e city authorities. “ For 
the lips of a strange woman drop as an honey­ 
comb, and her mouth is smoother than oil. But 
her end is bitter as wormwood, sharp as a two- 
edged sword. Her feet go down to*death, her 
step» take hold on helt.” 
A. U. Tufts—The « ity authorities should en­ 
force present laws if it is in their power, but if 
not, tfieu they should take such steps as will 
reduce the evil to the utmost minimum. 
Richmond Davis—It is a hard question to deal 
with, but it is quite [>ossible that the evil may In­ 
most restricted or prevented through license*. 
G. W. Carey—We are bound to have this vice 
in our midst, and I would be glad to have any 
safeguards thrown around to protect society 
from it, but it is going a long way to start out 
and license it. I am not prepared to sanction 
su» h a cuirsc, 
E. I. Robinson—I don't believe in the City 
Trustees passing any ordinance that is contrary 
to the State law. and 1 think it is bad policy for 
the authorities to try to do what they have no 
right to do. 
Judge S. Solon Ilqll—The vice has alwavs ex­ 
isted among all nations, and, I suppose, always 
will. I believe it cannot l>e suppressed, and I 
therefore believe in regulating it by law, and 
imposing n license tax sufficient to cover all ex­ 
penses incurred by the municipal power in 
dealing with the vice in question. 
J*. II. Russell—1 f the crime cannot be entirely 
suppressed, then I say lessen the evil all you 
can in any legitimate way, but I do not wish to 
give sanction to license that which lusters 
crim e. 
F. A. Smith—I oppose the whole scheme of 
licensing anything tnat is immoral. J don’t be­ 
lieve in licensing an evil for the purpose of ob­ 
taining revenue, for if it was not an enemy to pub­ 
lic morals, no privilege would be asked concern­ 
ing it. And since it would be granting license 
for an immoral purpose, it is clearly bad munici­ 
pal action* 
Joseph Hahn—My judgment would be to 
grant licenses, for the imr|K>se of exercising 
restriction over them. This. I believe, will re­ 
sult beneficially. 
Rev. Stanley McKay—The proposition is ut­ 
terly abhorrent. 
I hold that vou cannot make 
wrong right by giving it legal sanction. When 
you have licensed houses of ill fame there can 
be added but just two things more to get to the 
lowest depth of human depravity. These two 
would In.* 0* license burglary and murder. 
Rev. W. C. Merrill.—In answer to your jequest 
lor my views in regard to the proj>osal of tie 
city Trustees to throw the sanctity of law about 
the social evil, 1 would say that in my sermon 
next Sunday on “ Personal Rr»[>ons!bility for 
Crime." 1 intend to give my views on the in­ 
iquity of all such measures, and hence I shall 
only answer briefly now. in regard to this par­ 
ticular infamy, upon which I could hardly put 
my linger in the pulpit without offense to many. 
The measure is the last brand necessary t«> 
stamp our long-suffering Sacramenta as tlie 
Pariah among cities of tin* Pacific Coast. The 
worst could hardly ask more of us. unless it 
were a periodical exchange of pulpits between 
His Satanic Majesty and our city pastors. The 
measure is a base one, in both its essence and in­ 
tent. for it does not profess to coniine the evil to 
any quarter whatever, nor allow any protection 
to property-holders in the respectable quarters of 
the city. Indeed, it entitles any lewd person to 
a license who will comply with the conditionsof 
the statute. A man may expend ten, twenty, 
thirty thousand dollars iii erecting a home ill a 
respectable part of the city, where he can enjoy 
a pure, moral atmosphere lor his family, and 
some lecherous villian may hire a vacant lot 
across the street and herd his prostitutes under 
hi» parlor windows, and that, tin», under the es­ 
tablishment of a city license. If this is the pro­ 
tection our American civilization offers to her 
virtuous citizens, in God’s name give us social­ 
ism, the shotgun and dynamite—we can at least 
protect our firesides or «lie like men. In [>oint 
of conception aud construction, the measure is 
without conscience, and in [H»iut of execution it 
is confessedly impotent. For the ostensible ne­ 
cessity of such an ordinance is the inability to 
contri»! 
or 
limit 
the evil, and its whole 
force is dependent 
on 
Section 
3, which 
assumes the power both to control and limit 
it. 
it the article providing for examination 
by physician is one absolutely necessary (and it 
isasad fact» that there may besóme slight protec­ 
tion for our pure wives and mothers who are so 
unfortunate as to need it : still such regulations 
need not carry with them the scandal of license. 
The stock argument that is used in such cases 
a» this is, that because such crimes cannot be 
suppressed 
they 
should 
Ik* licensed, 
is 
the hight of stupidity. Theft and murder 
must 
Ik? 
licensed 
on the same grounds. 
And 
indeed 
there 
might 
Ik* 
reasons 
why the starving jhh>r should Ik* granted the 
right to steal to satisfy the pangs of hunger 
which would not apply to the liberty of free 
gratification of the bestial apjK*tites. But one 
of the most sweeping arguments against the 
measure is the fact that a very large projujrtion 
of our inhabitants, I am sorry to believe, recog­ 
nize no higher standard of morality than the 
prescriptions of 
civil 
law. 
To 
all 
such 
the ordinance is clearly a quieting potion 
to conscience. And yet these are the honorable 
few who estimate such measures at their real 
value, and it is a somewhat unsavory reputation 
that our law makers must wear when it can be * 
said that a business is disreputable, but legal. 
The other argument, that legislation in advance 
of the popular sentiment is useless, is most 
puerile—it would block the wheels of progress 
forever. It is a disagreeable duty to write thus 
plainly upon such a subject, but when Satan 
shakes liimsel fin our midst, we must all perforce 
smell more or less of brimstone. A closing word 
in regard to the item of license as restrictive. 
The petty tax of ££>, as an argument for restric­ 
tion. i> an insult to intelligence. Such u license 
would be the greatest cause of rejoicing to the 
demi-monde tnemselves. Do not our Trustees, 
even, admit that it has c ost them many times 
this amount in the past to buy up the police 
alone? One thought may possibly present itself 
just here to the pure wives ana daughters of our 
City Fathers in regard to the price they have set 
upon chastity. Twenty-five dollars a house for 
ill-fame fo r’three months! 
Thirty-six an d a 
half cents a day, and if we allow four inmates 
to a house, the value of individual purity isa 
fraction over nine cents. In the eyes of our 
Citv Fathers surely virtue is cheap!

One of th e strongest argum ents advanced 
in favor o f th e new course o f study in the 
H ig h School, as presented by a friend of 
th e change, is as follow s: 
The old course has been mainly calculated to 
fit pupils for the State University, and not to 
equip boys and girls with the knowledge requis­ 
ite to till the ordinary demands of modern so­ 
ciety. The majority of High School pupils do 
not intend to enter the University; they expect 
to advance no further than the High School, 
and it would seem reasonable that more atten­ 
tion to such studies as the higher mathematics, 
natural philosophy, history, chemistry and the 
English language, and less to such disciplinary 
studies as Latin and Greek, would be an ad­ 
vance in the right direction. The experience of 
sm h able educators as Prof. O. M. Adams leads 
them to supply the demands of the universities 
in titling pupils for those institutions. 
Mr. 
Adams has long since demonstrated his abilities 
in that direction. 
l’upils entering the High School are not com­ 
pelled to study Latin and Greek, and the Board 
of Education seems to regard as extremely de­ 
sirable the devotion of more time and attention 
to other branches than to those that will fit one 
or two pupils each year for the University. 
It is held that the new course of study will 
permit of as rapid an advancement of the very 
few pupils that prepare for the University eacn 
yearn- the old course, and will, in addition, 
give the many whose educational op]Kirtunities 
will terminate at the Uigh_ School the in­ 
estimable advantage of receiving more instruc­ 
tion in mathmatics, the natural sciences, and 
the English language. 
The utility of French and German in the 
school- is not a m atter of question, and there 
was by no means a harmonious unanimity in 
the matter of dropping French as an optional 
study from the new course. 
There is. however, 
reason for the belief that, in deference to the 
demand for instruction in French, the Board 
will re-ndopt it before the beginning of the next 
school year.

In connection w ith this, th e futile 
attem pt to disparage th e qualifications of 
teachers in th e p rim a ry an d g ram m ar de­ 
p artm en t- is u n w o rth y o f an y citizen of 
this city, for a fair exam ination o f th eir 
w ork w ould prove th a t no m ore com pe­ 
ten t and faithful teachers are to be found 
on the Pacific coast; and as m any o f them 
are graduates o f o u r H igh School, an 
underhanded blow is being struck at that 
institu tio n .

First—We declare th a t our object, aim and 
purpose is to build up a political organization 
that m ay b e safely intrusted w ith the conduct 
of national affairs, and to w hich m ay be con­ 
fided. in all the States and Territories o f the 
A m erican Union, the political control of all 
such questions, involving the m oral and m ate­ 
rial interests of the people, as are proper sub­ 
jects of legislation. 
Second—We invite to this work the intelli­ 
gent. law-respecting and order-loving m en and 
women of this state; those who own its prop­ 
erty, pay its taxes, are interested in the protec­ 
tion and education of its youth, in elevating its 
m oral standards, preserving th e union of States, 
and developing and perpetuating Christian civ­ 
ilization through th e land. 
T hird—We declare that the m anufacture, sale 
and use of alcoholic drinks is the greatest evil 
of the country and the age. T hat the traffic en­ 
slaves women and degrades c h ild re n : debases 
youth and w recks m an h o o d ; corrupts the ballot 
imd injures the public service ; peoples prisons 
and fills insane asylum s : breeds paupers and 
crim inals, and thereby imposes enorm ous bur­ 
dens of ta x a tio n : destroys capital and ruins 
la b o r: degrades, im poverishes and destroys our 
homes, and threatens, through organized and 
crim inal conspiracies, to subvert law and order. 
So believing, we declare the cardinal principles 
o f our party to be th e prohibition, by national 
and State constitutional am endm ents, o f the 
m anufacture and im portation o f ail alcoholic, 
vinous and m alt liquors not dem anded for m edi­ 
cal. m echanical, or scientific use. and the regu­ 
lation by ¡aw, under some penalties, of the sale 
o f such liquors for such use, and the absolute 
and total prohibition of th e sale for any other 
purpose. 
F ourth—We deprecate all attem pts to substi­ 
tute any system of high-license, so-called, in 
place of prohibition of th e liquor traffic ; and 
while the traffic continues, we also oppose any 
reduction of tite burdens or restrictions now 
im posed upon it. 
We are in favor of the rigid 
and im partial enforcem ent o f all law s tending 
to restrict the side of intoxicating liquors, and 
dem and of our executive authorities the arrest 
and punishm ent o f all persons engaged in 
crim inal com bination to obstruct or prevent the 
enforcem ent of laws intended for th e protection 
of society against the wrongs, injuries and 
crim es growing out o f the saloon business. 
Fifth—T hat w hile we regard prohibition o f 
the liquor traffic as the most im portant political 
question before the A m erican people, .we are 
not unm indful that there are other issues seri­ 
ously if not vitally affecting th e general welfare: 
but these issues we refer to th e action o f the 
National Prohibition Convention, to m eet July 
Ad. assured that it will properly represent the 
sentim ent of our State and the nation.
